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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 23 December 2008 has been entered. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejections of the claims have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ernsthausen et al. 
(USPN 4109176). 

With regard to claim 1, 

Ernsthausen et al. disclose in at least figures 5,2 and columns 3,4,8 a plasma display 
panel comprising: a front panel comprising a display electrode (13) a dielectric layer (410a) and 
a protective layer (410) formed on a first glass substrate (16); a back panel confronting the front 
panel and including an address electrode (14), a base dielectric layer (411a), a barrier rib (15), 
and a phosphor layer (not pictured, column 3) sequentially formed on a second glass substrate 
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(17), the front panel and back panel being disposed so as to confront each other and being 
sealed at outer walls of the front panel and back panel with a sealing member (15s) so as to 
form an inner space between the protective layer of the front panel and the phosphor layer, 
barrier rib, and base dielectric layer of the back panel; and first and second catalysts (CuO, Zn) 
provided on at least one of the base dielectric layer, the barrier rib and the phosphor layer so as 
to be exposed to the inner space and react with a hydrocarbon existing in the inner space, 
wherein the first catalyst (CuO) is at least one of a catalyst which accelerates oxidation of a 
hydrocarbon and is selected from the group consisting of Pd, Pt, Rh, Co 3 0 4 , Mn 2 0 3 , Ag 2 0, CuO, 
Mn0 2 , CoO, and NiO, and wherein the second catalyst (Zn) accelerates decomposition of a 
hydrocarbon and is selected from the group consisting of Co, Mn, Zn, Ti, and Ni.
